THE WAR IN THE EAST. 
In the west, in Flanders and France, nothing 
critical and striking in a military sense has occurred 


to remember, we mise the mighty drama there played 
in astonishing act after act. | 
We have just read, for example, of the retreat of 
the Russians in the Masurian lake region. It is 
euphemistically described at Petrograd as a realign- 
ment of the Russian forces on the line of their for- 
tifications along the Niqman river. As a matter of 
fact, save for the bare possibility that it is a ruse 
to assist a sharp drive by the Russians toward 
Soldau, the East Prussian retreat is a triumph of 
German preparedness and strategy on a huge scale. 
It is not possible with our lack of information to 
say that either side was deceived. Undoubtedly the 
Russian advance in Bast Prussia was to relieve Ger- 
man pressure on Warsaw. On the other hand, Ger- 
man mobility, made possible by the remarkable sys- 
tem of strategic shown in Tun Trisune 
map yesterday, was employed brilliantly to strength- 
en the German East Prussian forces and accomplish 
not only a parry of the Russian thrust at Königs- 
burg but a counter thrust toward the slender com- 
munications of Warsaw northward. 3 
Thus at the moment when German troops had 
stiffened Austro-Hungarian resistance in east Hun- 


German wave in the north has reached east to with- 
in a few miles of Grodne and the line of the Nieman; 
the Russian as far west as a point within seventeen 
miles of Königsburg. In the center the Germans 
have reached the outer defenses of Warsaw, while 
Cossacks invaded the province of Posen. In the 
south and east the highest German-Austrian wave 
did not reach Lablin and the succeeding tides of war 
have ebbed and flowed within the Austrian imperial 


domain. Galicia has remained in Russian bands 


save for beleaguered Preemyal; Bukowina has been 
taken and retaken. At this moment the struggle is 
for the passes of the Carpathians and the possession 
of east Hungary. | 

Consider these vast movements of armies, these 


tremendous battlee—Allenstein and Tannenberg. 
battles probably to be plated in the first rank in 


military history for their staggering results; also 
the sanguinary combats of the second German offen- 
sive in Poland and the brilliant’ Russian counter 
which saved Warsaw and almost destroyed Von 
Hindenburg. Consider also the mighty figure of this 
commander, a few months ago retired and unknown 
except in Germany, where among many of his asso- 
clates he was patronized as an old man with a 
hobby. Today Von Hindenburg, called back to 
active service, has proved to be a masterful general 
whose daring and strategy have been perhaps the 
most striking personal feature of the war. Only

In taking cities in Illinois with a popu- 
lation of 15,000 and over, all show a de- 
crease except Waukegan, Joliet, Gales- 
burg, Evanston, and Decatur. In these 
five cities the increase is $642,540, while 
the decrease in the other cities is $2,369,. 


The country towns and farming com- 
munities seem to have contributed a 
larger share of the losses, proportion- 
ately. If the tabulation should be car- 
ried down to cities of 5,000 population the 
total decrease of losses in the state would 
exceed $2,000,000. This decrease is large- 
ly due to the inspection service that has 
been inaugurated byethe state fire mar- 


Fire Insurance Premiums Up. 

While there have been a number of fire 
losses so far in the west during the first 
part dt the year, companies at the same 
time are gratified to note an increase in 
premiums. During the cold weather a 
few weeks ago, when heating plants were 
being operated. at their highest capacity, 
fire losses naturally increased. 

The increase in premiums, while not 
large, indicates that the pendulum has 
and seemingly business condi- 
tions are on the upgrade. The fire insur- 
ance interests, as well as many others, 
felt the effects of the financial depression 
and their business fell off during the lat- 


The life insurance companies especially 
noted the decrease in new business writ- 
ten. Most of the life companies, in their 
annual reports, show quite @ falling off 
when compared with the new business of 
1913.

English “‘Militant’’ Tells 

New Philosophy 
of Intellectuals, |

“Militant masculinity,” the newest phi- 
losophy of English intellectuals, was ex- 
pounded yesterday by Cecil Chesterton, 
the editor of the London Eye Witness, 
who spoke at Powers’ theater under the 
auspices of the alumne association of the 
Sacred Heart. The high priests of the 
movement, the speaker let it be known, | 
are his brother, Gilbert Keith Chesterton, 
and Hilatre Belloc. 3 

The qualifications of the “ mili- 
tant masculines,” as outlined by Mr. 
Chesterton, may be summarized thus: 

They are fond of good beer, 

They love a good fight. Ms ; 

Their literary idol ig Charles Dickens. 
' They oppose socialism, and they ad- 

Chesterton a Militant. 

Mr. Chesterton, who spoke sympatheti- 
cally of this program, has himeelf exhib- 
ited a degree of niilitancy that brought 
him international notice within the last 
few years. He was placed on trial in 
1913 charged with libeling Godfrey Isaacs, 
mamaging director of the Marconi ‘Wire- 
hess company, in conmection with the 
Marconi scandal that involved several 
important members of the English cabi- 
net. He was made to pay a heavy fine. 

Mr. Chesterton spoke of the militants” 
as having opposed and triumphed over the 
school of the decadents " who floyrished 
in the latter part of the nineteenth cen- 
tury under the leadership of O Wilde. 
Robert Louis Stevenson and W. 1 Hen- 
ley, he said, really started the new move- 
ment. 8 
“Treasure Island” a Masterpiece, 

“ Stevenson’s Treasure Island,“ he 
continued, “isa very good boys’ adventure 
story; it is also one of the finest novela 
in the English language. He took the 
wholesome blood and thunder stuff and 
made it into a masterpiece. a 

“The reaction against the decadents 
might be termed militant masculinity. 
Henley and Stevenson in their worship of | 
arme represented a healthy and desirable 
reaction to the cult of despair. 3 

The next revolt came from an avowed 
disciple of Dickens—Bernard Shaw. Shaw | 
shattered the decadent school with his 
wit and epigrams, but he is hot really a 
Democrat—he is a Socialist. 


, Tells Faults of Socialism. 

“The trouble with socialism is that 
it proposes to take property away from 
the citizens and give it to the politicians. 
That is not an exaggeration; if the prop- 
erty is controlled by the government it 
must be in the hands of the: politicians. 
That was not obvious to Shaw in the 908 
or to myself when I was a Socialist. 

On the constructive side Shaw was 
mot important; he brought forth thet 
silly mythology of the superman invented | 
by a Prussian Pole—Nietzsche. 


. Belloc Loved Beer. 

“Then came Belloc and my brother, 
who were even more of a surprise. Belloc 
loved good beer and a good fight and he 
flaunted his belief in Catholicism in the 
faces of his contemporaries. These two 
men proved that you could be more 
provocative if you spoke on the side of 
orthodoxy and affirmation than if you 
spoke on the side of heresy and denial.” 

Mr. Chesterton extolled Dickens for his 
verbal felicity, his portraitureof ali types 
of men, and his sympathy with ideals of 
the French and American revolutions. 
Dicken# genius was fully recognized 
during his life, the speaker said, “ as is 
the case with all great men.“
